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Contimued from ihe Pirsl Poge
poverad thal the pilnce was on fire, and, on at-
tempting to entor, found the door locked. A
passage waa forced, the fire was extinguished,
and then the full enormity of the erime was re-

vealed, The coffee of the old man and the boy
had apparently just been poured out, while
Mrs. Poightal was o the very aet of
pouring ont her own, when the three hind beon
confronted by their murderars, The bodlos lay

upon the floor, covered by the burning mass,
Thoss of Mr. Peightal and the boy were burnt
to a orisp from the breast down, and, although
the upper portions of all three had not been
reached by the flames, thelr faces were consider-
ably disfignrgd, and through the head of each a
plstol ball had made its murderous way, the
remains of Mra. Pelghtal glving evidence of her
having firat been atruck with some blunt instru-
ment. The bloody work had been well done at
the outset, and if the fire had not been dis-
covered In time, the tragedy might well have
passad for an accident.

The Plunder
obtained by the murderers is supposed to have
amotuntoed to about $2000, three-fourths of which
was in gold and silver; but only a portion of It
was over recovered. On the person of Bohnor
was found $120, nearly all in greenbacks; and
$540 were recovered from his companion, as
explained below. In thelr search for It the
murderers had broken open a chest, which was
found In the kitchen, where the erime was com-
miited, and afterwards ransacked the burean in
the parlor, In which they had found their booty.
The

Excitement Created by the Murder
throughout the neighborhood was intense, and
will not be abated until the culprits have suf-
fered the extreme penalty of the law which will
be sosoon meted out to them. Through the
agency of this exeitement the perpetrators were
speedily tracked and secured,
The Arrest
being made on the very day following the com-
mission of the crime, and the prisoners arriving
at Huntingdon about noon on that day. They
had journeyed to this place on foot after the
murder, arriviog about half-past 3 o'clock on
Wednesday morning. The time passed slowly,
and ¥dsir nervousness attracted the attention of
thove who were prescnt at the station. At half-
past 3 o traln passed shrough the town, and on
it they took passage to Alloona. Rumors of
their having been seen loitering about Peightal's
place for two or three days galned credence as
the night had worn on, and a messenger from
Pleasant Grove reached Huntingdon in search of
them but five minutes after the departore of the
truin. A warning was sent to Altoona, forty
miles distant, by telegraph, and when the train
reached that point the two culprits were taken
into custody and iransported to Huntingdon on
the first train. While awaiting the passage
through Altoona of the returning train, the two
prisoners had been confined in the lock-up, and
Bodenberg embraced the opportunity to attempt
an escape, Climbing down into the cesspool,
he endeavored to dig a pussage with his hands,
and, failing in this, secroted there a razor bear-
ing the name of Peightal, and three bags and a
package of coin amonnting in all to §430. In the
bundle in his possession, when he was arrested
at Altoonn, was found a roll of bills amounting
to about $110. Several articles of clothing,
‘which bad belonged to Mr. Peightal, and a bill
for a sulit of clothes in his name, found upon the
culprits at the time of their arrest, also served to
fasten the erime upon them.
An Attempt to Esonpe.

The prisoners remained in jail at Huntingdon,
awalting their trial, until Januury 14, when the
proceedings were commenced. On the second
day of the trial, an old German from Altoona,
who had beem subpwenaed for the defense,
stepped into a hardware store and Innocently
inquired for saws and files that would cut iron.
Buspicion was aronsed, and, on information
being sent to the Bherlfl, the prisoners were
gearched, and the evidence of a project Lo
escape revealed. Each was found in possession
of a sharp-pointed, double-edged knife, ten
inches in length, while all the provislons which
had been furnished them for several dnys pré-
vious were discovered carefully packed away in
a haversack, ready for along journey. There
was also a note, written in German and evi-
dently intended to be left behind, stating that
it was better for one man to die than for two to

be bhaoged, and that they Intended
to kill the guard that mnight and
then make good their escape, Timely

discovery of this scheme foiled it, and

The Trinl
progressed, coneluding on the 18th of January
in a verdict of guilty of murder in the first
degree. A large number of wlingsses were ex-
amined, the course of the prisoners being
traced, step by step, from Altoons to the scene
of the tragedy, and back again to Altoona, where
they had been arrested with thelr plunder. The
court honse was densely packed durlng the trisl,
and the utmost arslety and interest were mani-
fested by the whole community In its resull,
The Sentenco of Denth

wns pronounced by the court on January 21,
Bohner remaining quie’ when nsked if he had
anything to say why the extreme penalty of
death should not be meted out to him, while
Bodenburg embraced the opportunity to assert
his innecence, and deny all kuowledge of the
erime until he was informed of it at the time
of hils arrest. About a week afterwards, how-
ever, he subseribed to a lengthy and rambling
confession, the leading polnts of which have
been noted.

Bince the trial and conviction, and untll very
recently, both of the men have evinced a dis-
position to obey the rules of the prison, and to
render themselves as comfortable as possible,
This was particularly the case with Bodenberg,
On Thursdsy last, however, the workmen had
commenced work on the scaffold which was to
lsunch the condemned men Into eternity, and
the sounds of thelr hammers and saws pene-
trated the walls of the prison. Bohner asked
what was going on, and when he was informed
that the carpenters were pulting the gallows
together, be manifested considerable agitation.
On the evenlng of Thursday, it was necessary
for both the Bheriff and his deputy to be absent
from their usual posts st the prison, and It s
spupposed that Bohuoer became conversant with
the fact, and laid his plans accordingly,

Since thelr convictlon the prisoners haye
not been allowed to leave their cells,
and it therefore became necessary that the
sccumulated slops, ete., should be emptied
every morning. This work was nssigned to a
Young man, who wa# a prisoner In the
institutlon, by the name of Bylvester Butler,
who executed his task under the surveillance of
the prison guard, Mr. David Long, On Friday
moming last Mr. Young and the man Batler
visited tne cells together as usual, and com-
menced removing the pails. At this time
Bohner was lylog on his bed, and nothing par-
ticular was notlced except that he appeared In
pomewhat belter epirits than he had been for

the past week or two; but, a8 the sequel shows,
hia lghtnesn of heart arose from a far different
gource than elther Young or Butler imagined,
Aftor passing the compliments of the morning,

Butler took up the buckets and passed ont of
the corridor and down the slalrs, while
Young took up = broom and commenced

to swoep the cell. All the while Bohner lay upon
his bed with eyea half closed, yet watohing his
chance to murder the guard and escape from
prison and the gallows, At length the favorable
moment eame; the guard turned his back upon
the prisoner for a moment, and no sooner had
he done so than Bohuer sprang upcn him with
the foroe and feroelty of a tiger, knocking him
agninst the wall and rendering him momentarily
sonseless, No sooner had he done this than he
bounded from the cell and made for the cot
where he knew the Deputy Sheriff ususlly slept,
and where a loaded pistol was kept beneath the
plllow. He had searcely reached the cot, which
Is situated at the top of the stairs and just out-
side of the prisoners' corridor, before Mr. Young
was upon him, and then ensued a most desperate
figlit. It appears that Bohiner had succeoded in
taking a screw from his bedstead, and with
that had pried the handeuff  from
his left wrist, and then gathering the ‘‘darbles”
into his right hand, he made them answor most
effectually in the place of ‘“‘ateel knuckles."
Bohner belng a much larger and more power-
ful man than Young, soon dashed the guard to
the floor, but in dolng so tripped and fell him-
gelf. In a moment Young was upon him, and
then commenced a fight which, but for the
timely arrival of Butler, would no doubt have
chented the gallows of one of ita victims, since
it is well known that nothing would have pre-
vented the prisoner's escape from the prison
bhad he succecded in silencing the guard.
Bohner fought with the desperation of a mad-
man., He kicked, thumped, scratched, and bit,
and did his utmost to blind Mr, Young by spit-
ting in hils eycs. But Young was plueky, and
held nis hold untll the arrival of Butler on the
seene armed with a  large iron poker,
which he Iald over the head of Bohner
until the latter gave wup the fight
from sheer exhaunstion. Bix Iarge gashes crossed
and laid his cranium open in different places,
and the blood flowed down upon his face ina
stream, almost blinding him. While Young
gathered himself up and regained his breath,
Butler stood over the prisoner with the poker.
At length he was put upon his feet and forced
into his cell. No soover had an attompt been
made to close the door upon him than his anger
broke out afresh, and placing one hand upon
the door and his foot between the door and the
jamb, he defled his kecpers to shut him up.
Butler once more came to the rescue with the
poker, and pounded the prisoner's foot so
severcly with that Instrament that he withdrew
it: the door was slammed shut, and Bohner
losl the end of one of his fingera by baving it
canght in the jamb,

The news of the desperate attempt made by
the prisoner soon spread through the town, and
numbers of people visited the prison and prof-
fered their assistance. It was not needed. Mr.
Young was not serionsly hurt, and the prisoner
lay in his cell perfectly helpless, At first it was
thonght that his skull had been fractured, but a
doctor soon after arriving, examined and
dressed the wounds, and prooounced them
severe but not decidedly dangerous. Since that
time Bohner has remained in bed most of the
time, and has little or nothing to say to any-
body. He 18 now heavily ironed, and no fears
are entortained a8 to his future movements,
although he has defiantly sworn that, as it could
make no difference to him vnder the present
circumstances, he will do his utmost to escape,
and will not hesitate to take a life to accomplish
that end.

During his fight with the guard, he snatched
the keys of the cells from the window-sill, and
threw them into the cell of his companion, av
the same time shouting for him (Bodenberg) to
unlock his cell door, come out and help him,
and both would soon be free. But Bodenberg
¢ither did not know how or did not care to take
advantage of the situation, for daring the whole
affair, which occurred within a few feet of him,
he neither made an effort to unlock the door
nor offered a werd of encouragement to hls
struggling companion.

Butler, the young man who 80 nobly assisted
in overpowering the murderer, iz a native of
this county, and is serving outa short term of
imprisonment for a petty crime committed in
one of the adjolning townships., Bheriff Neely,
on hearlng of the affalr, immediately tendered
Butler his discharge, but the young man pre-
fers remaining within the walls of the prison
until after the execution shall have taken place,

Gottlelb Bouner—His Murderous Unreer.

Bohner {8 a man about 5 feet 9 Inches highk, of
fine propertions, but a most diabolical visage.
In manner he is reticent, and while he is per-
feotly capable of understanding and making
himself understood in English, yet what llitle
he does say is generally in German. From his
own mouth I gather the information, which Is

no doubt true, that he was born in Wirtemburg,
Germany, on the 156th of May, 1830. He has
been blessed with a very falr edocation, and
writes an excellent hund. According to hisown
statement he has been directly concerned in the
murder of no lesas than seven different people,
including the Peightal family. His first marder
was committed in Germany, at (he refuses
to state the place, nnd gives only the initial
letter of the name), where he ghot two men,
who, |be claims, were tregpassing and poach-
ing on some property which he was guarding.
His next exploit grew out of a love affulr while
he was an officer in the Prusslan army, From
what he says we are led to understand that a
duel sprang up between Lim and another
officer on account of jealonsy, and while
he clalms to bave given his adversary
the advantage of the first shot, yet he killed him
by putting & bullet into his heart. He was tried
for this offense, but nequitted, and In 1808 came
to this country and enlisted in the 7Tth New
York Volunteers. He says he was wounded at
the battle of Decp Bottom, Virgiola, and after
Iylog in the hoepital at City Polot untll the
collapse of the Rebelllon, he returned to New
York with his reglment; and was honorably dis-
charged. He pext proceeded to Philadelphia,
where he spent n few weeks, but belng unable
to procure employment, he made his way to
Dudley, in this county, where he worked at what-
ever be could get to do. Whil: at this place he
was arrested for robbery, tried, convicied, and
sentenced to twg yesars in the Penitentiary.
Upon belng liberated from prison he worked a
short time for the man whom he afserwards
murdered, and on tha exnal.
his sequaintance with the Pelghtal family bels
absolutely as dumb as an oysier. The “luter-
viewlng" procesa is lost upon him, for no soouer

have been deeply in love at different times, but

thorofore he never married. In domeanor s is
bold and defiant, and has frequently been heard
to avince great surprise that so moch exeitemaont
ghould be oveasloned by the simple “killing of
two or three people who were really of no use
after all."
From his manner of delivering his remarks
and the many contradiotory statements which
he malkes, I place little or no confidence in any-
thing that he says. He s thoroughly conversant
with the Bible, and delights ln arguing against
its tenchings. He avows that Jesas never ex-
lsted, and that Moses and the other diseiples are
but myths, The most powerful influences have
been brought to bear upon him since his sen-
tence to Induce him to embrace Christlanity’
and to confess his erimes, but le scoffs at all
overtures in that direction, and swenrs that he
will die—If he can't help it—as he has lived, an
infidel.

Albert Yon Bodenberg.
There is a marked contrnst botween Boden-
berg and bis fellow-convict, Bohner. He was
born at Hanover on the Rhine In 1838, and is
consequently now about thirty-seven years of
age. In stature he is short, measuriong only
about five feet six and o hulf inches, but he has
a fincly knit and muscular frame. He claims to
have been educated for a school teacher, and
to have filled the position of a prinelpal in one
of the schools In Holland, He also ssserts that
he is a thorough musician; but, with all these
commendable attributes, he appears to have
fallon into bad habits while yet in his native
country, and spent some (wo years of his life In
prison for carrying s few cases of allks through
forbidden territory without mentioning the fact
to the custom house autborities. He also as-
serts that he served In the Crlmean war, and
was interested in the Bchleswig-Holsteln ameutes,

After getting safely through the last
mentioned affair, he attached himself
to a high officar in the eivil

Government of Bwitzerland as secrelary, where
he remained until 1868, when he thirsted for
more freedom, and at once emigrated Lo the
United States, landing in the city of New York
In January. On landing in New York he was at
once laken hold of by the emlgrant runners, and
before he escaped from thelr tenacious clutches
he was minus nearly a thousand doliara, which
was all the money he bad in the world. He at
length found wotrk in New York, afterwards
proceoded to Philadelphia, and from thence
made a tour through different portions of the
State, bringing up finally at Altoona in May,
1800, Here he made the acquaintance of Boh-
ner. The couple have been together off and on
ever since, and are likely to continue together
forever more
Bodenberg has a rather prepossessing face and
I8 aflable and polite to all who come in contact
with him. He appears to feel most deeply his
situntion, and to have a perfect appreciation of
his eondition. He, like Bohner, bas been in
love, and the lady with whom be boarded while
at Altoona manifests a most tender regard for
him, which appears to be reciproeated by the
unfortunate ecriminal. He spends most of his
time in writing and reading his Bible, and maui-
fests the most profound respect for his spiritual
attendant, the Rev. Dr, Stoeckel, of the German
*Reformed Church.

Another Qe ote Rhog on Bebast; T
Last weuk Bodenbery indulged in stil ano:her
confession, which was made at the earnest so-
licitation of the Kev. Mr. Stoeckel, who, unlike a
majority of the citizens of this section, places
implicit eonfidence in it. The man *“Charley”
referred to in it is Bohner, who assumed the
pamoe of #'Charley Moohr” for prudential rea-
song, after he had been liberated from prison in
s place some two years since. The confession
reads as follows: —

The Jall.
The jail in which the prisoners are confined ia
A& miserably arranged and rickety structure.
The front of the b llding v occapled by the
Sherllf and his family, and un.c<4 you enter st
the slde gate, leading to the prison yard, there
I8 no way of getting into the Institution except
through the Bherifl's apartmenta, Passing
through the dwelling house, and thenes up a
pair of stairs, you are ushered into an anti-
corridor running off from the stalrway, and in
ndjolning cells, fronting on this little apace, are
the cells of the murderers. From Bodenberg's
cell o view of the new seaffold can be oblained,
and this man watches It with Intense iuterest.
Bohner, stiff and sore from the effocts of his ter-
rific fight of Friday, lies In bed most of the time,
and appears to be completely lost Lo every-
thin r surronnding him. The Sheriff, as well
as the cltizens generally, complain of the un-
safe condition of the prisoners, and the meagre
sccommodations., If bhalf be true that I hear,
the éxpenditure of four thousand dollars for a
new, more secure, and commaodious Institution
would be money most judiciously expended.
The Seaflold.

In a little eramped and cluttered-up space of
ground, in the rear and adjoinimg the prison,
which ia called the “‘prison yard” and which Is
surrounded by a high stone wall, the scaffold ia
erccled. It 1s composed of four upright posts
over twenty feet high, planted firmly in the
ground, with a platform on which the trap or
drop Is arranged, about ten feet below the beam,
which holds the scaffold together at the top and
sorves to faston the halters to. The “drop” will
have a fall of eightoen Inches.

The reason asslgned for bullding the scaffold
80 much higher than is usual s that it is the
desire of the authorities that those who are
unable to gain admission to the yard shall have
an opportunity tosee all that I8 golng on from
the outeide. The object has most certaluly been
attalned. Looming up over the prison walls,
and standing out in bold relief against the
sombresides of the prison, can be seen the naked
white timbera of the instrument of death. In
ftself this is nothing, but when the attendant
clroumstances are considered and brought before
the mind’s eye, with that force which nething
save imsgioation can lend, the sight is traly
borrifying.

How the Prisoners Fare.

Sheriff Neely and his deputy are indefati-
gable in thelr efforis to have everythiag as it
should be. The prisoners are provided with
the best that the prison affords, and thus far
they have eaten most hoartily.

The Excltoment Among the Peoploe.

The execution of these two men will be the
third affair of the kind that ever took place in
this county. The last execution took place
about thirty years ago. To a person who has
not been here wnd moved around smong the
people, the condition of the public mind cannot
be imagined. The most intense feeling exists
in every quarrer against the men, and I verily
believe that should any accident occur which
would prevent the execution of these men at
the time set, the people would rise en masse
and bang the prisoners to the first tree. The
execution has been the staple topie of conver-
sation for the past two weeks in every circle,
and those who reside in the back couuntry have
deferred their usual visits to town until Wed-
nesday, that they muy have an opportunity *‘to
be in at the death.”

The Arrangements for the Execution,

The arrangements for the execntion are almost
perfected. A strong guard will be on hand at
the priton to prevent any disorder and to pre-
vent the escape of the prisoners should either
one make an effort in that direction. Arrange-
ments have also been made to accommodate as
many pergons as pogsible within the prison yard
om the day of the execution, and & jam may be
confidently looked for. The disciples of Mr,
Bovee are rather scarce in this section, for I am
infurmed by Judge Taylor, who has held the
position of law judge for this judicial district
for the past twenty-one years, that it Is very
seidom he finds & man who comes before
him a8 & juryman who has any scruples as to
cnpllnl punishment. InDRX.
